Earthquake Study 



For the next few weeks, Gemima St. Louis, Ph.D., Assistant 
Professor of Psychiatry and Pediatrics at Boston University, will 
be conducting research on a study entitled "The impact of 
Haiti's Earthquake on the Haitian Community." The purpose of 
her study is to understand how the Haitian community has 
been coping in the aftermath of 
thejanuary 12, 2010 earthquake. 

Dr. St. Louis will be collecting data 

from Haitian adults, 18 years and 

over, who agree to complete an 

anonymous survey about their 

personal experience with the earthquake. The survey will take 

about 45 minutes to complete and is completely voluntary. 

Participants can withdraw at any time during the survey. She 

hopes that the information will improve services and resources 

available to help the Haitian community heal from the disaster 

of the earthquake. 

Dr. St. Louis is specifically interested in inviting faculty, staff, 
and students who were in the earthquake or who have 
relatives and friends affected by the earthquake. She will be 
located at a table in front of the cafeteria. Thursday, February 
9, was her first day collecting surveys. She will return on 
Monday, February 13th.
